.The Unit official meeting of the 
Economies' Club was heW last night In 
Strathcona Hall. There was a large 
Attendance, Including a number of re- 
turned men who had been members In 
pre-war days, and the club wo."* glvon 
a splendid send-off on It* yearly pro 
gramme. 

Dr.Loacock opened the meeting with 
a few well-cho«cn remarks regarding 
the work, of the club and emphasizing 
the Importance of the economic qucH- 
tlons of the day. Dr. Hemming then 
followed, confirming and adding to h»15 
remarks. | 

The paper of the evening was given 
by Mr. I.. Kern, on the subject of "Can- 
adian Ffnance." The subject was di- 
vided Inftp three main headings, viz., 
expenditure, revenue and the nationnl 
debt. In hddition. a subsidiary hoad- 
iing was aAded regarding war finance. 

The discussion under the first head 
centred aboW the vitally Important 
fjuniitlon, "'Can the expenditure be re- 
ducted?" During the war there has 
been\a yearly \lncrease in expenditure 
and a corresftondlng decrease In 
revenu^, and Just^t present indications 
point to a further Increase In expendi- 
ture. It waa polntvd out that as far 
na capital outlay Iv concerned, n re- 
duction can reasonably be made. With 
i regard to current e!«pen|lture, there 
; .ippears to oo much ittpense that can 
J he abandoned, but It Is ta much-débated 
; qoesllon with strong arguments for 
cither side. 

• The second Item to bet dealt with was 
that.; of rovenue.- At prfesent our chief^ 
sources of revenue nro: First, the eus 
toms; secondly, the excise: thirdly, 
Dominion lands; ind. fouithly. 
railways and public works. Durln;r 
the war a largo source oil revenue, was 
derived from the excise takes on liquor* 
and tobacco; but since pnohlbltlon wns 
enacted, this has become < Insignificant'. 
With our expenditure steadily In- 
creasing, It Is evident thu i the revenue 
must by some means be increuacd. The 
great question Is, "Where Is It to come 
tiom?" Mr. Kern showed that a great 
part must be derived from direct and 
indirect taxation, although other 
sources, particularly the customs 
dutlos, will for years hci Important 
factors. ' 

Taxation as a whole . lists received 
but a small Hharo of pub.'lc (interest in 
recent years In Canada. The reason 
for this Is doubtless the persistence

Dr. Withrow delivorcd 
the second of his series of lectures on 
sex hyglone before a large audience, in 
the Central Y.M.C.A. His subject, 
which* was developed by means of a 
film entitled "Xho Beginnings of Life," 
proved to be a most Interesting one, 
and kept the large audience Interested 
from start to finish.

THE THEOLOGICAL STUDENTS 

The recent reunion held in connection with the Wesleyan 
Theological College was a unique celebration in the annals of the 
theological colleges. Unfortunately inclement weather interfered 
seriously with the carrying out of the programme as drawn up, 
and for this reason the occasion was possibly not accorded the 
same publicity which would, under more favorable circumstances, 
have been given it. As an exemplification of college spirit and 
activity, however, wc recognize in the recently terminated reunion 
what we choose to regard, and we trust that we are not unduly 
optimistic, an indication of a change of policy on the part of the 
. undergraduate theological bodies. t 
On various occasions wc have referred to the deplorable lack 
!pf association and actual affiliation between the students of the 
Theological Colleges and McGill. There has apparently been 
hothhfg in common between the students of the University' and 
jthose of the Theological Department with whom they are thrown 
into daily contact. 

, 111 hailing this recent unique celebration as an indication thaf 
our theological friends have undergone a change of mind with 
regard to men of the other faculties we base our conclusion upon 
- the fact that it was the intention of the management to hold the 
Sports Day at the Pcrcival poison Stadium, and that the pro- 
gramme embodied exactly the activities which appeal to the stu- 
dents body in general. In short, it would appear that at last there 
Is a possibility that the students of the University proper and those 
of the Theological College* may have something in common. 1 
It may appear from what has gone before that, we arc inclined 
to attribute the sum total of responsibility for the lack intercourse 
which has been heretofore existent solely to the apathy of the 
: theological students- Frankly, wc have long been of the opinion 
that such was to a great extent the case. We are not blind to the 
fact, however, that reciprocity is essential if the desirable relation- 
ship is to be established, and wc arc quite willing to admit that 
the University has a real duty to perform in this respect. 

Wc are inclined to regard the recent activities of the Wesleyan 
students as a definite step in the right direction on their part. 

That it will mark the birth of a new and tnte affiliation be- 
tween the University and the theological body we sincerely hope.

who had seen the need of an organi- 
zation that should bring together wo- 
men graduates who ha ve_ taken honora 
In history or who have mado it their 
major subject, with undergraduates 
who were specializing In the same 
subject.. Not only did Miss Brown 
feel that . there were many women 
graduates in history who would wol 
conio any opportunity of moollhg to 
gother for Uic discussion of history in 
itB broader aspects, but she desired to 
forgo a new Jink by which the "grads" 
of the Royal Victoria College might 
bo bound to their Alma Mater and to 
the students who were succeeding 
them. 

Accordingly, of the twenty members 
of the new club who attended Its first 
formal meeting on Tuesday, a propor- 
tion were undergraduates and a still 
greater proportion were graduates. 
A less formal meeting for preliminary 
organization had been held a fortnight 
before. With Miss Brown in the chair 
on Tuesday, and with an enthusiastic 
membership behind her, the constitu- 
tion of tho new club was passed 
clause by clause. The intention of 
cvory member that tho new Historical 
Club should be of as Informal a char- 
acter as possible, and that ita"pro- 
grammc should be as elastic and com- 
prehensive as is the word "history," 
was obvious from tho lively dWcus- 
slon on a dozen different points be- 
fore the constitution finally ^merged 
in a re-drafted form and met with 
universal approval. 

Tho club will be a small one. 
Twcnty-flvo members only will be ad- 
mitted, the feeling being that a larger 
membership will tend to formality 
and to'the inhibition .of free and In- 
formal discussion. Though the His- 
torical Club la intended primarily for 
the benefit of graduates and under- 
graduates who have done a consi- 
derable amount of academic work in 
history, seven, out of the twenty-five 
may be graduates In othor. depart- 
ments or even merely past students 
who arc to-day desirous of studying 
historical problems. So a sprink- 
ling of "grads" In philosophy, English; 
economics, etc., sat down with tho 
History students proper, to plan- a 
season of interesting meetings. 

The election of officers followed the 
passing of the constitution. Miss 
Brown was unanimously elected pre- 
sident: MIbs Mary Mulr, B.A, vice- 
president; Miss Gwyneth Gralg, B.A,, 
»e c rotary- treasurer; and Miss IS nit] 
Price, B.A, reporter. ' 

Miss K. C, Longworth spoke briefly 
on tho programmes of other historical 
clubs In the city, Sbe proffered the 
suggestion, made to her by an out- 
sider that is interested in the forma- 
tion of the club, that the problems 
arising from the peace treaty and the 
League of Nations be mado tile pro- 
gramme of the winter's meetings. It 
as felt, however, by most; of thé 
members "present, that such' a pro- 
gramme Was Homcwhat too ambltionn 
for tho opening session of 'the club, 
and it Is probable that the programme 
will not follow any definite scheme. 
Every member of the club will prob- 
ably be given an opportunity to ad- 
dress her fellow mcmburs on that 
subject or, problems In past or current 
history which most Interests her. 

Tho next meeting will bo held on 
November 18. /

of Opinion that, .the Canadians arc a 
llerhtly taxed peoplo, whereas, in rcaiity, 
a •comparison shows a nmch'.'hcavlor 
tax per head than In the United King- 
dom or In the United Stateo. The mont 

/Important factor In tho direct taxation 
of tho futtiro is without doubt the in- 
come tax, and this was discussed at 
length and olcorly explained. 
The next subject 4s that Of war loans 

land financing, The question here Is, 
"How is the slate to acquire money lo 
pay for Its war needs?" There arc 
two evldont sources which could bo 
tapped, namely, credit inflation and 
real savings. It waa shown that it 
would be" unsound policy to tap the 
first of these, since It Is In Itself un« 
sound. The real savings, however, 
present a sound and Important source 
of revenue which can be procured by 
loans or taxes. 

Mr. Sçrp,^ben summarized the wi\r 
loan's up to da,te, and showed tho rela- 
tion of the subscriptions and amount* 
raised. 

The last heading is that of the na- 
tional debt. In IBM, thero was :\ 
gross debt of approximately thrcfl 
billions, and assets of approximately 
one billion, leaving a net debt of 
slightly over two billions. During the 
war this has multiplied itself many 
times, and for the month of September, 
1919, alonè, alxty-seven million dollar* 
Amu -added to tho debt. The various 
aspects of this situation were discussed 
at length, but the .future alono can 
show the developments. 

In conclusion, it was said that the 
financial outlook In Canada is serious 
but by no means hopeless. We are a 
new country with great natural re- 
sources. What wo need' Is a sound 
Immigration policy wheroby effioient 
and energetic people may be brought 
into the country In sufflcltnt numbers 
to enable us to realize full value from 
our resources. The great need in tho 
development of the country Is fore- 
sight and team play on the part of tho 
people living In it. 

On conclusion of the paper, the meet- 
ing was thrown open to disousslon, and 
several of the returned men who had 
been foundetf^members, spoke. *• Tho 
discussion centred mainly around the 
topics of the excess business profits 
tax and the Income tax. Much in- 
teresting and instructive discussion en- 
sued, and all obtained valuable in- 
formation on these Important subjects. 

The next paper will be delivered by 
Mr. Farthing on "The Labor Move- 
ment In England," on Novomber 24th.

Ono 
of the chief dofects which nan boon 
brought out so fnr Is the habit ôf a 
man to put out his arm behind Mm to 
case a fall, Such an act is n v#ry ser! 
ous mistake, for a heavy weight fnlllng 
on the one support onuses too great a 
stress., and, as n resnlt, a bono Is apt 
to be broken or the elbow in apt to be 
put out of Joint. Such an action does 
not prevent a fall, and, moreover, It Is 
quite unnecessary, becauso the mat b 
quite thick enough to keep n man from 
hitting the hard boards. Another thing 
whlcti Is quite an impediment to tho 
Progress of the club Is the habit thot 
some men have. of coming to a practice 
without" stockings and sweators, or 
knee and elbow pads. For tho flrut 
few practices at leaet, or until the ekln 
on ■»« parts of the body .vhlch are apt 
to rub against th,e mat has become 
hardonod, It | a boat to keep' those par!* 
well covered and eo provînt bruises, 

Following the practice, all the mon 
went down 'to tho dressing rooms ard 
took their showers.
